swept to an easy poll-by- 
poll victory in the Burnaby- 
Willingdon provincial by- 
election Monday. 


Jim Lorimer, 45-year-old Bur 
naby lawyer who dad failed to 
win an aldermanic seat in the 
municipality's civic elections a 
month earlier, won the-legisla- 
ture seat in convincing fashion, , 


He headed the vote in 70 of 
the 72 polls, tied for the lead in 
the other two and piled up a 
vote almost equal to the com- 
bined vote of his three oppo- 
nents. 

The final count was Lorimer 
4,728 votes; Dr. John Playfair, 
Social Credit, 2,529; Jim Clark, 
Liberal, 2,049, and Reg Grandi- 
son, Progressive Conservative, 
939

The result showed a marked 
swing to the NDP in the sub- 
urban Vancouver constituency 
since Fred Vulliamy wrested 
the seat from Social Credit by 
a 524-vote.margin in the Sept. 
12, 1966, general election. The 
seat became vacant with Mr. 
Vulliamy’s death Oct. 20. 


SIXTH SINCE 1966 

Monday's byelection was the 
sixth in British Columbia since 
the 1966 election and left the 
standing in the 55-seat legisla- 
ture at Social Credit 32, NDP 17, 
Liberal 6. 

The 1969 session of the legis- 
Jature opens Jan. 23 and the 
new. member could take his seat 
four days later. 

In the earlier byelections, 
Social Credit retained one seat 
and lost one to the NDP. New 
Democrat and Liberal members 
retained the other three ridings.

Win MANY EXPERTS. SEE- 

ing pollution of our. environ- 
ment not only as an inconvenience 
or health hazard but as a definite 
threat to man’s continued life on this 
planet, the demands for improve- 
ment are now being heard at every* 
level in many lands. The technologi- 
cal triumphs that have enabled man 
to combat insect and disease prob- 
lems are themselves turning into de- 
feats; the prodigies of industrial 
development on which we pride our- 
selves may themselves prove: our 
undoing. 

Although there are many. de- 
mands to restore lakes, rivers, land 
and atmosphere to their original 
natural purity, we may as well rec- 
ognize that we shall never be able to 
accomplish this. The only remedy 
would be to remove almost: all the 
evidences of man’s productivity and 
presence from the earth. The in- 
crease in populations alone ensures 
that our environment must become 
increasingly affected by wastes of 
all kinds, and for many of these the 
cure will be difficult to devise and 
still more to implement. 

A second fact of modern life 
which we must recognize is that pol- 
lution control will become an integ- 
ral part of the expense. of maintain- 
ing ourselves on the earth, and that 
this expense will inevitably increase. 


* * * 


And a third is that rather than 
achieve perfect removal of air and 
water pollution we shall have to be 
content with holding it to a- level 
which willbe generally acceptable ; 
by aesthetic as well as health and 
efficiency standards. 

While these considerations imply 
failure to achieve perfection, they 
need not connote an inability to im- 


ings of Rachel Carson in her Silent 
Spring. Peregrine falcons, which 
never come into contact with DDT 
as applied to crops by man, are be- 
ing wiped out through ‘accumula- 
tions of the poison in the wildlife on 
which they feed. Scattergun tech- 
niques ‘in the use of poisons have 
eradicated helpful insects as well as 
harmful ones and upset the balance 
of nature in scores of ways. Meat 
and milk eaten by man are found to 
hold alarming amounts of harmful 
chemical substances put into circula- 
tion by man himself. Obviously a 
whole new approach to man’s inter- 
ference with the natural world must 
be initiated. : 

Industrial processes in many 
places turn rivers into lifeless, sedi- 
ment-choked streams; darken the 
air and threaten to alter climates; 
kill wildlife and destroy pleasure 
areas. Even-more serious effects are 
seen in-long-term predictions that 
the oxygen supply of our atmosphere 
is being diminished with consequent 
deterioration of the environment on 
which mankind must depend for life.

It ig only comparatively recently 
that governments have given atten- 
tion to such considerations, and even 
now the reaction is slow and in many 
cases reluctant. Partly this is failure

Don’t Turn the Clock Back 


T IS HARD TO FATHOM WHAT

favor of such policy, but said it had 
been discussed at a meeting of pro- 
vincial health ministers. Some other 
ministers have questioned this, but 
Mr. Loffmark has brought the sub- 
ject up in any case and it should be 
quickly squelched. 

The evil wrought by drug ped- 
dlers can not be over-stated, but that 
is no justification for an emotional 

, Canada long debated the 
wisdom of capital punishment and 


decided a-year ago to abolish it for a 
test period of five years. The only 
exceptions are in the case of a police- 
man or prison guard murdered while 
performing his duties. To consider 
the addition of another category at 
this juncture would be inadvisable. 

Countries everywhere are mov- 
ing away from the death penalty be- 
cause they are convinced it is bar- 
baric and fails to act as a deterrent.

Ae ill-disposed persons there has 
long lurked a suspicion that Cana- 
dian manufacturers enjoy a good deal 
more protection than 
they admit or 
deserve, and more 
than is good for the 
country. It is agree- 
gable to read in a 
press release that 
this view is shared 
.by so learned and 
dispassionate a body 
as the Economic 
Council of Canada. 
The latest study of 
the subject, prepared by James Melvin 
and Bruce Wilkinson, distinguishes be- 
tween, nominal protection—the rates 
formally set out in the customs 
tariff—and effective protection for the 
manufacturer. The latter concept was 
originally developed, more than a decade 
ago, by Professor Barber of Winnipeg, 
Protection enables a producer to 
mark his goods up to the prevailing 
world price plus the import duty. But he 
is not the sole contributor to the finished. 
product he sells. In effect he is getting 
protection on the value he adds, through 
his investment of capital and labor, to 
the raw or partially finished materials or 
parts which go into the merchandise 
being marketed. Plainly, his advantage 
will be greatest if he can obtain these 
working materials tariff-free. 
Suppose there are no tariffs and that 
the Canadian manufacturer adds 40 cents 


“in value to a finished product worth $1. 


A tariff of 20 per cent would increase the 
final value to $1.20. But this added value 
is 50 per cent of the manufacturer’s 
contribution and this is his effective 
protection. ‘ 


Effective Protection 


Various cases are possible. Effective 
protection may be higher or lower than 
nominal protection; it may, where all 
tariffs are equal, be identical, or it may 
be negative if the manufacturer has to 
pay,_in-total, duties higher than those 


‘from which he benefits. 


The economists first examined pre- 


‘Kennedy Round tariffs for 133 industries. 


They found that effective rates were 
generally higher—from 1% to two times 
nominal rates. 

While space forbids a detailed exam- 
ination, the curious reader of the Melvin- 
Wilkinson report will turn compassion- 
ately to those industries which suffer 
most loudly and habitually in public. 
Consider, for example, electronics. The 
nominal rate on major appliances was 
19.7 per cent; effective protection by one

household radios and TVs, the nominal 
rate of 20.7 contrasted with effective 
rates between 36 and 51.4. : 

The textile story is roughly compar- 
able. Our knitting mills, for example, 
were supposed to enjoy protection of 31.1 
per cent against the encroaching foreign-

ers. Effective rates were by one 
calculation 64.9 per cent, by another 77.1. 
Fur goods, with nominal rates of 25 per 
cent, actually enjoyed effective protec- 
tion of98.9 or, by another reckoning 
103.4. 

It is of interest that véry’ large 
discrepancies appeared in the case of 
flour, and also vegetable oi] mills. For 
the former the nominal rate of 8.8 per 
cent compared with effective protection 
of 31:9 (or 38.1). Nominal rate of 4.7 was 
in even more startling contrast to 
effective rates of 34.5 and 35.9. 

The Kennedy Round is .supposed to 
bring about liberating changes—see any 
speech of Mr. Mitchell Sharp in his 
former role as trade minister and 
negotiator. To obtain a clearer view of 
the new situation, the investigators 
examined 32 of the above industries. 
They found that in 40\per cent of them, 
there was littl, change in effective rates. 
In one-third the level. of effective 
protection was increased. In only one- 
tenth of the cases did the reduction 
exceed 10 per cent. ~ 

In addition to the protection afforded 
by the government, the subject of this 
latest study, our threatened manufac- 
turers. enjoy what might be termed 
natural protection. In competition with 
the foreign supplier, they benefit from a 


variety of cost differentials. Serving a 
home market; they save in transporta- 
tion, on packaging, sometimes on 
insurance, frequently on advertising, and 
so on. In many eases such items would 
add up-to a-substantial advantage, even 
in conditions of free trade. 


No Great Hazard 


Taking all these things into considera- 
tion, the hazards of the Kennedy Round 
do not appear very great. As the 
investigators observe: “Negotiations 
which result in little or no reduction in 
Canadian tariffs, while possibly a victory 
for the negotiators, do little to spur on 
Canadian manufacturers to improved 
performance.” 

In the words of the release: 
Economic Council believes that this 
relatively high level of protection inhibits 
greater specialization and longer produc- 
tion runs in Canadian manufacturing. 
And this situation, in turn, increases 
costs and restrains productivity im- 
provements in manufacturing, an area in 
which the Canada-U.S. disparity in 
output per employed person is wider 
than for the economy as a whole.” 

What will consumers get from a 
“victory for the negotiators’? Dbviously,

Israeli Lesson in Losing Friends 


NY professor of strategy could cite 

either the Soviet occupation of 
Czechoslovakia or the Israeli raid on 
Beirut airport as_ simultaneously 
embodying the acme of what to do and 
what not to do. Each exercise in its own 
way was militarily perfect and politically 
insane. 

The Russians spent so much time last 
summer manoeuvering the terrain that 
when they finally decided to strike they 
fooled everyone — friends, enemies and 
Czechs. The takeover was swift and 
efficient, aided by carefully selected fifth 
columnists. But when the dirty work was 
done, it soon became plain that Moscow 
had thought of everything except what to 
do with Czechoslovakia once it had it. 

Likewise, on a much smaller scale, 
Israel’s impeccable helicopter raid on 
Beirut airport was magnificently com- 
petent but politically senseless, It 
achieved no basic and enduring purpose; 
indeed, the reverse may yet prove true. 

Russia lost an ally (because the 
Czechoslovakian people aren’t going to 
forget the experience) and sacrificed its 


reputation for. detente and international _ 


respectability. Israel lost the tacit 
tolerance of Lebanon, hitherto least 
hostile of its neighbors, and a great deal 
of foreign support.

Now de Gaulle 
has ordered an embargo on deliveries of 
any military equipment to its former 
little ally; not only the 50 Mirage jets for 
which Israel has paid but which it won't 
receive; even spare parts for old 
equipment can no longer be sent, 


Peace Pulpit 


There is a curious relationship 
between the political aftermath of ‘the 
Soviet and Israeli actions. Moscow has 
been doing all it ean since Aug. 21 to 
revive a peace-loving world image. The 
mere fact that the Middle East situation 
has perceptibly worsened gives Russia a 
chance to preach there in. the name of 
peace. 

The Middle East is so complicated, 
tense, rich and important that it 
particularly interests the Great Powers, 
and Soviet envoys have a legitimate 
excuse to seek new contacts in Washing- 
ton, London and Paris. Whether Mos- 
cow's present flurry of activity helps 
Prospects of settlement or not, the 
appearance is what counts right now for 
Kremlin image-makers. 

Likewise, Israel’s brutual riposte for 
acts of piracy against its planes 
diminished its - world support. The 


Time for 


Russians, eager to erase the stain of 
Czechoslovakia, successfully urged 
France to advance the date of a 
scheduled bilateral meeting. Moscow 
then offered large enough contracts to 
French industry to partially offset losses 
suffered in the arms embargo against 
Israel, an important French customer. 

The last thing Israel wished was to 
have its Beirut raid help Russia out of 
its self-dug Czechoslovakian pit, Yet this, 
paradoxically enough, is the principal 
political result. Soviet ambassadors have 
since been making propaganda hay out 
of the lowering Middle East crisis. 


Four-Power Framework 


The probable framework for an 
eventual conference on Palestine would 
be four powered, as always envisioned 
by France. If there, should be a 
four-power adjudication now, Israel 
could at best expect. support from only 
Washington and London. Parts, —pre= 
viously a reluctant neutral, today is quite 
as pro-Arab as Moscow — or, at least, as 
anti-Israeli. 

“This leaves Jerusalem in an acutely 
difficult spot. If-there is no serious new 
diplomatic initiative another round of 
war seems inevitable, sooner rather than 
later. With its French-made airforce 
deprived of spare parts and the first 
American F-4 fighters expected only late 
this year, Israel's technical advantage is 
perceptibly shrinking. Now its political 
backing has started to diminish. That, in 
the end, could prove equally important. 

It is an odd quirk of current history 
than two military perfections should have 
been so politically imperfect. It is an 
even odder quirk that because of the 
second, Israel’s, the first, Russia’s, may 
be forgotten far sooner than would 
normally have been the case.

material well-being—will 
automatically subdue any 
aggressive national and ideo- 
logical drive. 

History doesn’t permit us to 
draw that kind of conclusion. 
There are too |many indica- 
tions that political and econ- 
omic growth feeds national 
pride, and leads to an absolut- 
ist and confident mentality. 

A nation on the march and 
on the make, with enormous 
power at its call, is always 
dangerous. It always appears 
as a threat to somebody, 
especially when it believes it 
has a world mission. 


The Russians are a very 
gifted race, with qualities of 
intellectual brilliance a na 
physical endurance that cer- 
tainly qualify them to be 
leaders in the world. We may 
hope that they can find some 
satisfaction for their national 
emotions of pride and patrio- 
tism in gold medals at the 
Olympic Games or in setting 
new records on the moon, and 
in catching up with the West 
in computers and Coca-Cola. 

If not, and if their intention 
should be the. simple aggres- 
sive one. of seeking out the 
first opportunity ‘to destroy 
the Western world militarily, 
and plant their flag on all the 
continents as they plan to 
plant it on the moon, well, in 
its savage way this would at 
least be rational, and we 
could cope with It, even 
though everything and every- 
body might be destroyed in 
the process. 


An Obsession 

I believe a greater danger 
lies_in their obsession that we 
are going to strike them; and 
that out of this comes the 
drive to set up rocket bases 
and do other things that 
contribute to our sense of 
insecurity. 


This, in its turn, leads our 
side to establish our bases on 
the fringes of their territory, 
which intensifies their sense 
of insecurity, 

So the vicious and fatal 
circle is formed. We cut 
through it by stumbling into a 
war which we never meant to 
begin in the first place. 

Therefore, while we recog- 
nize that the Russian fear of a 
threat from outside its bord- 
ers may be basically a 
paranoiac fear, we also ought 
to understand that from their 
point of view it is not 
baseless. 

While any —bellicose aims 
they might have are, hope- 
fully, being softened by a 
better life, somehow we have 
got to persuade the Russians 
and their satellites that with 
common fears we also have 
common interests; that the 
greatest of.all common inter- 
ests is the avoidance of war, 
whether by calculation, or, as 
is more likely, by accident; 
war which could destroy us. 
all. 

If that seems a policy for 
Utopia, I'd like to know a 
better one.

School Changes 
Just Tinkering?

Recently the more percep- 
tive and sophisticated critics 
of education and society have 
dissented from prevailing 
concepts of educational 
reform. 

They have recognized that 
reforms currently directed at 
our schools are little more 
than a form of tinkering 
which fails to confront the 
fundamental problems of our 
age: they treat the symptoms 
and not the malady. 

What are the fundamental 
problems of our agé? The 
consensus among these critics 
is that we have failed to 
provide our children with a 
worthwhile world in which to 
grow up. 


They argue that the very 
nature of our industrialized, 
urbanized, specialized, highly 
technological, rapidly-chang- 
fing society “tends to destroy 
man’s sense of relatedness, to 
disintegrate common bonds, 
to increase apathy, to deper- 
sonalize activities and to 
reduce identity and meaning 
in the human career.” 

Moreover, our society has 
progressively excluded child- 
ren from’ the major concerns 
of human life. 

The result has been the 
creation of a special world of 
youth isolated from the con- 
cerns of the community. 

There is a suggestion that 
isolation serves to make this 


unsatisfactory character of 
children’s interests can prob- 
ably be better accounted for 
in terms of the isolation. . . 


Or, it I may add, in terms 
of the failure of recent 
educational innovations. 

These reformers reduce the 
objectives of education to two 
goals, They want a maximum 
self-realization of human, 


society. 

The organization of society 
and education does little to 
foster realization of these 
goals.

Had anyone predicted 
20 years ago that The 
Saturday Evening Post 
wouldn't live to greet the 
70s, nobody in the maga- 
zine trade would have. 
taken him seriously. 

The Post, with its enor- 
mous advertising rev- 
enue and readership, was 
the queen of the week- 
lies. Gibraltar would fall 


sooner! 


But last week, despite all 
efforts to 


save her, the 
journal that 
claimed Ben 
—S Franklin as 
fF founder end- 
ed her strug- 
gle to sur- 
vive. With 
her Feb. 8 
issue off the 
presses, she 
succumbed to 
starvation, at 
the age of 
148, in alien New York. 

It was asad end for the 
Post, whose home through 
most of her years overlooked 
P hiladelphia’s Independence 
Square. Even though she and 
I had no recent dealings, I'm 
sorry to see her go. In her 
long prime, she was the 
greatest of the fiction-carry- 
ing popular magazines, and 
with her demise, an era has 
ended. 

In her years of power and 
pride, she ran two serial 
instalments each week, along 
with four short stories and 
sometimes a novelette. It was 
a fiction banquet unmatched 
among her competitors, and it 
offered to the world a set of 
story-people not easily _for- 
gotten.

Tugboat Annie was one, and 
Gleneannon,— the Scots engi- 
neer of the Inchcliffe Castle, 
another. 

Remember the Earthworm 
Tractor Company and its 
letter-writing salesman, and 
Canadian Ross Annett’s 
“Little Babe’’? 

From midshipman through 
to. admiral, Horatio Horn- 
blower paced those pages. 

And didn’t Erle Stanley 
Gardner’s Perry Mason solve 
his first case—The Cat and 
the Canary—in Post? 

Those were “‘series’”’ char- 
acters, but Post also shone as 
a magazine whose doors were 
open to the beginner. Through 
much of its life, .its editors 
made a boast that no manu- 
script in its “slush-pile” of 
unsolicited contributions went 
unread. : 

They were hard to please; 
but when they turned up a 
writer who could cut their 
mustard, they were generous 
of time and effort in bringing 
him along. 

By this I don’t mean that 
they coddled him. Far from 
it! If he or the agent who 
represented him turned in a 
clinker, it would be slung 
back no matter how many 
stories he had sold to Post 
before. : 

Although the magazine paid 
top prices, it rarely dispensed 
praise, and I cherish accept- 
ances far more gruffly word- 
ed than its rejections.

Like most who gained entry 
to its pages, I came in by the 
slush-pile route..In the years 
that followed, I made it 
through the Post's barbed 
wire about 40 times—from 
writer’s superstition, I've 
never run off a complete 
total. 

This long association was 
not-always-sunshiny,.and. for 
one 18month period, we 
weren't even on speaking 
terms. 

But I remember Post much 
better for other reasons, and 
the chief of these is the 
pleasure of meeting and work- 
ing with two of the ~-best 
fiction editors in the business. 

One is E. N, “Erd” Brandt, 
a man tall, lean and wonder- 
fully kind. The American Civil 
War was his study, classic 
cars his hobby, and magazine 
fiction his love. Erd Brandt 
retired some years ago, but 
Bob Murphy—vwriter, story- 
doctor and naturalist “in his 
spare time—is now a produc- 
tive free-lance with several 
books to his voy 

They were men, an 
part of a crack editorial staff. 
But television drained the 
advertising which is a maga- 
yine’s life btood,and—no 
amount of seme. can 
compensate for such a loss. 

The Saturday Evening Post 
figured large in my working 
life for a long time, and even 
though she was subjected in 
her décline to changes that 
went far beyond the dropping 
of her Norman Rockwell 
covers, I retained a feeling 
for her.

MOSCOW — Kremlin mas- 
ter spy Gordon Lonsdale, the 
brain behind the Portland spy 
ring, has turned up .as the 
hero of a new Russian film 
which lifts the lid off Soviet 
espionage activities in. the 
West.

What is a shock wave? 


One of the most commonly en- 
countered shock waves literally 
explodes dike a bolt from the 
blue. 

It happens when a high-flying 
plané bursts through the sound 
barrier. People on the ground 
hear this event like a crashing 
peal of thunder. Sometimes this 
shock wave is strong enough to 
shove its fist through a few 
window panes. We look up, 
expecting to see a thunderhead, 
but maybe there isn’t a cloud in 
the sky. And the plane that 
struck the thundering bolt from 
the blue is almost out of sight. 
We got a shock—no doubt about 
it. But to understand the wave 
part of the shock wave we must 
know a few things about how 
the air moves—and more espe- 
cially how it does not move. 

We are so used to living with 
air all around us that we do not! 
notice it. But the filmy stuff is 
made of tiny particles of matter 
called molecules, When you 
walk, you. push your way 
through them. When you move 
an arm, you-shove zillions —of 
them aside. An electric fan 
whizzes streaming currents of 
molecules around the room. We 
cannot see the tiny gas particles 
in action. But in some ways 
they move like water, and we 
can see how water moves. 

Ships may help you to under- 
stand a shock wave. Imagine a 
slow ship sailing through calm 
seas. Its nose pushes smoothly 
through the water. Currents of 
water stream smoothly back- 
ward along its sides. Then 
comes a storm. Tossing waves 
pitch and toss the ship—uv and 
down, from side to side. Planes 
move the air somewhat as boats 
move the water. But the air 
currents of a shock wave are 
caused by the speed of a 
plane—and not by the weather. 


Air Piles Up 


An ordinary plane pushes 
through the air samewnai ike a 
lazy ship on 4 calm ocean. Air) 
currents stream smoothly back 
from its nose toward its tail. 
Now suppose the plane flies 
faster, as fast as the sound of a 
thunderclap travels through the 
air. This is about 760 miles per 
hour. Now the air moiccules 
cannot get out of the way fast 
enough to let the plane slide 
smoothly through. They pile up 
in front of the plame in dense 
masses, almost like a wall. But 
the mighty engines thrust 
threugh this barrier like a fist. 
Now we get shock waves. 

The barrier is shattered and 
the air molecules cannot stream 
backward--in~-smooth-—- waves: 
They form shock waves like 
fierce little fists that bash and 
buffet the plane from all 
directions. Since this is the 
speed of sound, they also roar 
with a clap of thunder. The 
sound travels on and often lives 
long enough to reach the ground 
and shout in your ear. 

Now think of a fast speedboat 
with its powerful engines thrust- 
ing through the water. Tossing 
waves do net bother it and 
smooth V-shaped currents of 
water stream back from its 
nese. After a supersonic plane 
crashes through the first bar- 
rier, ‘the shock waves change. 
The plane acts somewhat like a 
fast speedboat. The air keeps 
piling up ahead and the plane 
keeps thrusting through it. But 
smooth, V-shaped shock waves 
now stream back from its nose; 
its wings and its tail. The 
buffeting stops when the plane 
first crashes through the barrier.

W/TtH MANY EXPERTS SEE- 
ing pollution of our environ- 
ment not only as an inconvenience 


_or health hazard but as a definite 


threat to man’s continued life on this 
planet, the demands for improve- 
ment are now being heard at every 
level in many lands. The technologi- 
cal triumphs that have enabled man 
to-combat.insect and disease prob- 
lems are themselves turning into de- 
feats; the prodigies of industrial 
development on which we pride our- 
selves may themselves prove our 
undoing. 

Although there are many de- 
mands to restore lakes, rivers, land 
and atmosphere to their original 
natural purity, we may as well rec- 
ognize that we shall never be able to 
accomplish this. The only remedy 
would be to remove almost all the 
évidences of man’s productivity and 
presence from the earth. The in- 
crease in populations alone ensures 
that our environment must become 
increasingly affected by wastes of 
all kinds, and for many of these the 
cure will be difficult to devise and 
still more to implement.

Little for Consumers in Kennedy Round 


MONG ill-disposed persons there has 
long lurked a suspicion that Cana- 
dian manufacturers enjoy a good deal 
more protection than 
they admit or 
deserve, and more 
than is good for the 
country. It is agree- 
able to read in a 
press release that 
this view is shared 
by so learned- and 
dispassionate a body 
as the Economic 
Council of Canada. 
The latest study of 
the subject, prepared by James Melvin 
and Bruce Wilkinson, distinguishes be- 
tween nominal protection—the rates 
formally set out in the customs 
tariff—and effective protection for the 
manufacturer. The latter concept was 
originally developed, more than a decade 
ago, by Professor Barber of Winnipeg. 
Protection enables a producer to 
mark his goods up to the prevailing 
world price plus the import duty. But he 
is not the sole contributor to the finished 
product he sells. In effect he is getting 
protection on the value he adds, through 
his investment of capital and labor, to

Effective Protection 


Various cases are possible. Effective 
protection may be higher or lower than 
nominal protection; it may, where all 
tariffs are equal, be identical, or it may 
be negative if the manufacturer has to 
pay, in total, duties higher than those 
from which he benefits.

In addition to the protection afforded 
by the government, the subject of this 
latest study, our threatened manufac- 
turers enjoy what might be termed 
natural protection. In competition with 
the foreign supplier, they benefit from a 


variety of cost differentials. Serving a 
home market, they save in transporta- 
tion, on packaging, sometimes on 
insurance, frequently on advertising, and 
so on. In many cases such items would 
add up to a substantial advantage, even 
in conditions of free trade. 


No Great Hazard 


Taking all these things into considera- 
tion, the hazards of the Kennedy Round 
do not’ appear very great. As thie 
investigators observe: “Negotiations 
which result in little or no reduction in 
Canadian tariffs, while possibly a victory 
for the negotiators, do little to spur on 
Catfiadian manufacturers to improved 
performance.” ; 

In the words of the release: “‘The 
Economic Council believes that this 
Trelatively high level of protection inhibits 
greater specialization and longer produc- 
tion runs in Canadian manufacturing. 
And this situation, in turn, increases 
costs and restrains productivity im- 
provements in manufacturing, an area in 
Which the Canada-U.S. disparity in 
output per employed person is wider 
than for the economy as a whole.” 

What will consumers get from a 
“victory for the negotiators’? Obviously, 
not very much,

NY professor of strategy could cite 
either the Soviet occupation of 
Czechoslovakia or the li raid on 
Beirut airport as Simultaneously 
embodying the acme of what ‘to do and 
what not to do.

Don’t Turn the Clock Back 


T IS HARD TO FATHOM WHAT 
Health Minister Loffmark had in 
mind when he raised the spectre of 
the death. penalty for thrice-convict- 
ed narcotics traffickers. Mr. Loff- 
mark didn’t exactly say he was in 
favor of such policy, but said it had 
been discussed at a meeting of pro- 
vincial health ministers. Some other 
ministers have questioned this, but 
Mr. Loffmark has brought the sub- 
ject up in any case and it should be 
quickly squelched. 

The evil wrought by drug ped- 
dlers.can not be over-stated, but that 
is no justification for an emotional 
response, Canada long debated the 
wisdom of capital punishment and 


decided a year ago to abolish it for a 
test period of five years. The only 
exceptions are in the case’of a police- 
man or prison guard murdered while 
performing his duties. To consider 
the addition of another category at 
this juncture would be inadvisable. 

Countries everywhere are mov- 
ing away from the death penalty be- 
cause they are convinced it is bar- 
baric and fails to act as a deterrent. 
In the United States, although cap- 
ital punishment is still possible in 37 
of the 50 states, there was not one 
execution during 1968. The last 
hanging in Canada was in 1962. It 
would be a mistake to. try to turn 
back the clock now, 
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generally higher—from 114 to two times 
nominal rates. 

While space forbids a detailed exam- 
ination, the curious reader of the Melvin- 
Wilkinson report will turn compassion- 
ately to those industries which suffer 
most loudly and habitually in public.

Now de Gaulle 
has ordered an embargo on deliveries of 
any military equipment to its former 
little ally; not only the 50 Mirage jets for 
which Israel has paid but which it won't 
receive; even spare parts for old 
equipment can no longer be sent, 


Peace Pulpit 


There is a curious relationship 
between the-political aftermath of the 
Soviet and Israeli actions, Moscow has 
been doing’ all it can since Aug. 21 to 
revive a peace-loving world image. The 
mere fact that the Middle East situation 
has perceptibly worsened gives Russia a 
chance to preach there in the name of 
peace. 

The Middle East is so complicated, 
tense, rich and important that it 
particularly interests the Great Powers, 
and Soviet envoys have a legitimate 
excuse to seek new contacts in Washing- 
ton, London and Paris. Whether Mos- 
cow’s present flurry of activity helps 
Prospects’ of settlement or not, the 
appearance is what counts right now for 
Kremlin image-makers. 

Likewise, Israel's brutual riposte for 
acts of piracy against its planes 
diminished its. world support. The 


Russians, eager to erase the stain of 
Czechoslovakia, successfully urged 
France to advance the date of a 
scheduled bilateral meeting. Moscow 
then offered large enough contracts to 
French industry to partially offset losses 
suffered jn the arms embargo against 
Israel, an important French customer. 

The last thing Israel wished was to 
have its Beirut raid help Russia out of 
its self-dug Czechoslovakian pit. Yet this, 
paradoxically enough, is the principal 
political result, Soviet ambassadors have 
since been making. propaganda hay out 
of the lowering Middle East crisis. 


Four-Power Framework 


The probable framework for an 
eventual conference on Palestine would 
be four powered, as always envisioned 
by France. If there should be a 
four-power adjudication now, Israel 
could at best expect support from only 
Washington. and London. Paris, pre- 
viously a reluctant neutral, today is quite 
as pro-Arab as Moscow — or, at Teast, as 
anti-Israeli. 

This leaves Jerusalem in an acutely 
difficult spot. If there is no serious new 
diplomatic initiative another round of 
war seems inevitable, sooner rather than 
later. With its French-made airforce 
deprived of spare parts and the first 
American F-4 fighters expected only late 
this year, Israel's technical advantage is 
perceptibly shrinking. Now its political 
backing has started to diminish. That, in 
the end, could prove equally important. 

It is an odd quirk of current history 
than two military perfections should have 
been so politically imperfect. It is an 
even odder ‘quirk that because of the 
second, Israel’s, the first, Russia's, may 
be forgotten far sooner than would 
normally have been the case.

With 
her Feb. 8 
issue off the 
presses, she 
succumbed to 
starvation, at 
the age of 
148, in alien New: York. 

It was a sad end for the 
Post, whose home through 
most of her years overlooked 
Philadelphia's Independence 
Square. Even though she and 
I had: no recent dealings, I'm 
sorry to see her go. In her 
jong prime, she was the 
greatest of the fiction-carry- 
ing popular magazines, and 
with her demise, an era has 
ended, 

In her years of power and 
pride, she ran two Serial 
instalments each week, along 
with four short stories and 
sometimes a novelette. It was 
a fiction banquet unmatched 
among her competitors, and it 
offered to the world a set of 
story-people not easily for- 

+ gotten.

Tugboat Annie was one, and 
Glencannon, the Scots engi- 
neer of the Inchcliffe Castle, 
another. 

Remember the Earthworni 
Tractor Company and its 
letter-writing salesman, and 
Canadian Ross Annett’s 
“Little Babe’? 

From midshipman through 
to admiral, Horatio Horn- 
blower paced those pages. 

And didn’t Erle Stanley 
Gardner’s Perry Mason solve 
his first case—The Cat and 
the Canary--in Post? 

Thosewere—‘‘series”_char- 
acters, but Post also shone as 
a magazine whose doors were 
open to the beginner. Through 
much of its life, its editors 
made a boast that no manu- 
script: in its “slush-pile” of 
unsolicited contributions went 
unread. 

They were hard to please; 
but when they turned up a 
writer—-who..cquld_cut_ their 
mustard, they were generous 
of time and effort in bringing 
him along. 

By this I don't mean that 
they coddled him. Far from 
it! If he or the agent who 
represented him turned in 4 
clinker, it would be slung 
back no matter how many 
stories he had sold to Post 
before.

Although the magazine paid 
top prices, it rarely dispensed 
praise, and I cherish accept- 
ances far more gruffly word- 
ed than its rejections.

Like most who gained entry 
to its pages, I came in by the 
slush-pile route. In the years 
that followed, I made it 
through the ~Post’s barbed 
wire about 40 times—from 
writer’s superstition, I’ve 
never run off a complete 
total. 

This long association was 
hot always sunshiny, and for 
one 18month period, we 
weren't. even on speaking 
terms. 

But I remember Post much 
better for other reasons, and 
the chief of these is the 
pleasure of meeting and work- 
ing with two of the best 
fiction editors in the business. 

One is E, N, “Erd’’ Brandt, 
a man tall, lean and wonder- 
fully Kind. The American Civil 
War was his study, classic 
cars his hobby, and magazine 
fiction his love. Erd Brandt 
retired some years ago, but 
Bob Murphy—writer, story- 
doctor. and naturalist in his 
spare time—is now a produc- 
tive free-lance. with several 
books to his credit. 

They were good men, and 
part of a crack editorial staff. 
But television drained the 
advertising which is a maga- 
wine's lifeblood, and no 
amount of circulation can 
compensate for such a loss.
